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Dear Alumni: 


The thirty-first year of the school is now well under way. We are smaller than 
we were last year, but I think that those of you who have been able to visit us this 
term will agree that the spirit of the school is better, the quality of the teaching 
is higher, and studies are being taken much more seriously than ever before. This 
is a consequence to be expected from smaller numbers when you have a faculty who 
are devoted to their work and who are keenly anxious to bring about the highest 
development of each of their pupils. 

When I returned from my vacation, — earlier than usual this year to devote 
more attention to enrollment, — I found very tangible and delightful evidence of 
both the faculty's devotion to the school and of the spirit of the school, for I found 
an organizaion all set up among a large group of the staff to produce a full length 
play in the first weeks after the opening of school as a benefit for the Scholarship 
Fund which the Board of Directors had voted to raise this year. Within a week the 
play was cast and in full rehearsal. As I had only a small “ bit part," I can speak 
without fear of bias or prejudice, and I am glad to go on record as saying that, in 
spite of all the demands made on a teacher’s time in the opening days of every 
school year, the members of the cast turned up faithfully and promptly for every 
rehearsal and kept at it until they had accomplished what seemed to be a very 
finished performance. This meant long hours of extra work and much sacrifice of 
what for want of a more accurate phrase goes by the name of his leisure time, for 
no teacher slighted his classroom duties during the weeks of rehearsals. The 
scenery had to be built and painted, the costumes and properties assembled, and 
the finances and publicity attended to. The net result was something over $1300 
which was contributed to the Scholarship Fund as a bit of pump-priming to help 
it get started. 

In all of this the students, of course, were also of help. They seemed to be 
impressed by the fact that the teachers were willing to make this effort for the 
common cause and they did what they could to show that they understood and 
appreciated the faculty’s underlying motive. The whole thing was a source of 
great satisfaction and even inspiration to me, since the idea had been entirely 
spontaneous with the faculty and had not been originated or in any way pushed 
by anyone in the School’s administration. 

You may imagine how proud I felt on one occasion during the period of 
intense rehearsal when I was invited to attend a meeting of a governing body of 
another school (and had to miss a rehearsal to do so) to advise on how to meet 
the demands of a committee of its faculty for extra pay for parent interviews and 
other “ after hours” duties. And this in a school where the salaries are, if anything, 
higher than in ours. 

When the teachers and the trustees and the parents of a school are all working 
together in a common cause, an atmosphere of loyalty and high purpose is created 
which cannot but produce a lasting influence on the school and the lives of its 
children. That is what happened at North Shore this year. There is something new 
in the air that I have not sensed for a long while. It is very reminiscent of the first 
days of the school when we had to create the school out of whole cloth and everyone 
knew that his influence and effort counted. But I do not wish to seem to over- 
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emphasize the effect of the faculty play, for it was but one bit of evidence among 
many of the spirit of willingness to serve the best interests of the school. 

All independent schools, and colleges as well, are facing critical times, for their 
very existence is threatened by the turn of events since the war. We don’t want 
communism or any of its concomitants of bureaucracy and state thought-control, 
and yet if we allow the good independent schools, those that dare to be independent 
in their thinking and ideals, as well as in their freedom from state financing, to go 
out of existence, it would seem to me that we are taking a long step in the very 
direction we do not wish to go. 

In the midst of the confusion and uncertainties and fears which surround us 
today, the apparent safety and certainty in regimentation and authoritarianism is 
very appealing. We need, now more than ever, independence in spirit and, hence, 
in education. It was for that that our school was created. It is for that purpose 
that it continues to carry on in the face of the many discouragements and misunder¬ 
standings that arise in these difficult times. And yet in spite of these, or perhaps it 
is because of them, the School seems to be better in body and spirit than it has 
been for a long while. The smaller numbers of pupils this year is in the Lower 
School; the High School and Middle School have held their numbers very well. 
The small classes make for intimacy and intense work. The relation between the 
students and the faculty was never better, and the faculty seem more alert, eager, 
and adventurous in seeking out new and better ways of opening up new paths and 
vistas to their pupils’ vision that I have ever known them to be. We miss Doc 
Anderson and Mr. Duff most piognantly, of course, but their influence and the 
memory of what they did and stood for is with us always, and acts as a spur 
to greater efforts and better achievements in each of us, pupils and teachers alike. 

I think that 1950 is going to be a good year, in fact, one of our very best. 
What would make it even better would be more visits and more contact with our 
old friends in the alumni

SCHOLARSHIP FUND 

The emphasis given to the North Shore Country Day School Scholarship Fund 
during the current year has perhaps somewhat tended to obscure the fact that a 
scholarship program has been one of the cardinal policies at North Shore practically 
since the inception of the School. This will continue to be the case. 

Those who have received scholarships may be placed in four general categories. 
There is, of course, the Skokie scholarship with which everyone is familar and 
which is awarded on the basis of unusual attainments in. school activities as well 
as in classroom work. Then there are the children of members of the Faculty. The

third and fourth groups comprise individuals whose accomplishments suggest their 
ability to make substantial contributions to our student body by way of association 
but who would not otherwise be in a position to attend the School, and finally, 
members of our student body who because of sudden personal emergencies would 
otherwise be unable to continue at North Shore. A committee of the Board of 
Directors, including the Headmaster, passes upon all scholarship awards and, 
aside from the Skokie scholarship, the identity of those awarded scholarships is 
known only to this small committee. Not even the remaining Directors are given 
this information. 

About 10% of the members of our student body receive partial or full scholar¬ 
ship awards. Scholarships are granted on an annual basis and are not automatically 
renewed from year to year. 

The Board of Directors is firmly committed to the belief that the scholarship 
program has been of inestimable value to the School and in keeping with its 
democratic principles of operation. Our Alumni body numbers among its prominent 
members several who were able to attend the School only as a result of the avail¬ 
ability of a scholarship. The Board of Directors is confident that the Alumni 
recognize the continuing merit of the scholarship program and will loyally support 
the current scholarship fund appeal.

Dear Alumni, 

The English department of the school has produced a rather formidable 20 page 
mimeograph statement of its aims and objectives and many folders of unfinished 
appendices. This is the result, by no means final, of three years of weekly meetings 
and assignments done individually and in conference by the members of the depart¬ 
ment. The mimeographed pages are being sent to various schools and colleges with 
whom we have contact for comment. 

Our purposes were to clarify rather than codify our theories and to subject our 
actual classworn practices to the tests of whether they do fulfill our theoretical 
goals. 

We had to deal with the highly technical and difficult problems of the teaching 
of reading and literature, of composition, vocabulary and methods of study, and still 
to convey the idea that they were all one, that none could be singled out and taught 
separately. 

It is my feeling that a good many of the alumni would be interested in looking 
over this document. All of us who have been through school and college feel that 
we have almost a fighting right to lay down the law, as it were, on the subjects 
of teaching, particularly of teaching English and the languages. We can hear so 
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easily statements such as the following: “They ought to teach conversation French, 
not useless reading and grammer” or “If they had only taught me grammer when 
I was a kid, I would not have this trouble writing clearly.” or “Vocabulary is the 
best measure of success. If the schools would concentrate more on teaching vocab¬ 
ulary, the ideas would be learned later.” or “Why do they read the so-called classics 
in school? It is the modern writers who have meaning for the students today. They 
would learn to read better and like it if they read from the best seller list rather 
than from the antiquated school reading lists.” And then there is the $64 generaliza¬ 
tion : “European schools give their students a sound elementary training in the 
fundamentals of learning and their students in their universities are far ahead of 
American students.” These all belong in a collection that James Thurber entitled 
“Oh! what a beautiful generalization.” 

Some of these topics are taken up in the English department paper. We do 
not teach grammer, but we have more to say about it than does the above statement. 
It and the other subjects of vocabulary teaching, reading choice and all the teaching 
of English, is a highly complicated subject. We do not have the answer, we do 
not have the English curriculum; We do have in this paper of which I have written, 
“the collective planning and opinions of one group of practicing English teachers." 

You may get a copy of it, if you are interested, by writing to Mr. Cleveland A. 
Thomas, head of the English Department, at the school. Of the Alumni of the 
school, Ginny Deane, George Eldridge and I would be glad to expound, humbly, 
when we see you or hear from you.

Our Frosh-Soph squad had a very good year, winning three, tying one, and 
losing one. This squad relied almost completely upon Freshmen for its strength. 
We endeavored to get them more games than has been the policy in the past so 
that they too could have the pleasure of actual game experience. Their enthusiasm 
for the game, fine school spirit, and cooperative attitude made the season very 
worthwhile and very rewarding to players and coaches alike. The tremendous 
improvement that took place on this squad is partially indicated by the fact that 
several of them moved up to the varsity for the last game and helped to bring 
about a victory there.

Dear Alumni: 

I believe alumni support their alma 
maters for two basic reasons. The first 
is out of gratitude for what the old school 
has done for them. The second is out of 
an emotional loyalty. And behind these 
two reasons there must be a basic belief 
in what the old school stands for, in what 
it is trying to do. 

Just a few days ago I had a very 
interesting chat with one of your fellow 
alumni on the matter of alumni relations 
at North Shore. He felt that a day school 
cannot build up the emotional loyalty 
which can be generated in a hoarding 
institution, be it a college or prep school. 
I agree and so am not trying to discuss 
alumni relations by tugging at the heart¬ 
strings. 

Your fellow alumnus, with whom I 
spoke, felt that his ties were and are 
first in terms of his relationships with members of the Faculty and second in terms 
of the fine educational preparation for life he received here. Certainly the names 
and faces on the faculty roster have changed since many of you have been here. 
But from my somewhat detached vantage point in the business office I can say 
frankly that I don’t see how we could ever have had a finer group of teachers. 
How many schools are there where the faculties would give freely of their time 
to put on a full-length dramatic production for the benefit of their schools scholar¬ 
ship programs? 

Only you can evaluate the true worth of your North Shore education. The 
statistics would seem to indicate that it is pretty effective. And yet the faculty is 
not standing on its laurels. How many schools do you know which have achieved 
the position of academic leadership which North Shore enjoys, have embarked 
on as exciting an experiment as our new all-school reading program? 

If, then, in these terms, North Shore deserves your support, how can you 
give it?

J am pleased to have been asked to write a letter for the Alumni Bulletin. 
Now that 1 am an outlander this publication means a good deal to me. 

Los Angeles is a place of wonder, but not necessarily all wonderful. I don’t 
think the weather is so red hot!! The first year all my plants died for lack of 
water, and the succeeding two gardens froze to death. It is a shock to have a 
whole bed of bright colors become a mass of crumpled brown over night. Next 
time around I’m going to spend half my garden budget on seedlings and half on 
smudge pots. Aside from the weather other notable features are the swarms of 
new residents and sensationalism. Perhaps L. A. should be known as the land 
of hope and gory details. 

I am absorbed in an educational experiment known as Palos Verdes College. 
Jn philosophy and objectives it is really a projection of Country Day at the college 
level, teaching students instead of subject matter and all that sort of thing. In 
such a set-up the faculty is all-important and it has taken a lot of tracking down 
to find people who are wise, warm-hearted counselors as well as top-notch academic 
instructors.

In my job as Dean of Students, I have travelled around to Student Government, 
Administrative, and Deans’ conferences, which seem to be better organized and 
more constructive in California than back East. In between times life on the campus 
is not dull. This letter has been delayed by my spending several days with police 
detectives tracking down a minor arch-criminal who thoughtfully relieved a number 
of students of their Christmas funds. 

I hope to see North Shore friends at the Christmas Eve Carols.

The Alumni Luncheon which was held 
on December 31st, 1949, was a small but 
spirited group.
